Erdmannshof, Neubabelsberg bei Potsdam. 

As one of the leaders of the modern movement 
in Germany, Professor Behrens is familiar to 
readers of The Studio, and his work has been 
illustrated on several occasions in its pages 
(Vols. 24, 27, 31, 32 and ді). While ከ6 has 
gained considerable reputation as an architect, 
he has also devoted himself to almost every 
branch of the decorative and applied arts, being 
particularly successful in the designing of 
gardens, garden furniture and several delight- 
ful fonts of type. He was for some time 
Director of the Kunstgewerbeschule at Düssel- 
dorf, and is now art adviser to the Allgemeine 
Electricitäts Gesellschaft, Berlin. Four ex- 
amples of his work are illustrated in different 
sections of this volume. 
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BREMER, Heinrren, Domshoft 4, Bremen. 


Herr Bremer isa designerof interiors. Amongst 
hisrecent workmaybementioned the Assembly 
Room іп the Schütting (Merchants’ Hall) at 
Bremen; the interior equipment of the Bank 
of Bremen; and the Bremen branch of the 
Dresdener Bank.

Mr. Clifford is an architect who has given 
particular attention to interior decoration.

AttheGerman 
Exhibitionof Applied Artat Dresden in 1906 he 
showed several gravestones, and a large mosaic 
design for the apse of an Evangelical church 
built by Professor Fritz Schumacher. Amongst 
his recent important work is a painted ceiling 
in the lobby of the First Upper Chamber of 


the new “‘Standehaus” at Dresden. At the 
present time he is engaged on decorative 
paintings for the staircase in the “ Rathaus” 
at Dresden. 


HARLFINGER-ZAKUCKA, Frau 


Fanny, V Zeindlhofergasse 7, Vienna. 
Hitherto Frau Harlfinger-Zakucka has been 
chiefly known by her modern toys, but latterly 
she has turned her attention to designing furni- 
ture, electroliers, lamps, &c. She has decorated 
and furnished several houses, and has exhibited 
at Vienna, Briinn, London, Edinburgh, and 
elsewhere. The nursery furniture illustrated 
here (p. 8) was designed by her and executed 
by J. Peyfuss, and the embroidered panneaux 
and toys were both designed and executed by 
her. The carpet is from one of her designs, 
which has been carried out by the firm of Hirt. 
The frieze was designed and executed by the 
pupils of Professor Böhm in the Kunstschule 
für Frauen und Mädchen, Vienna.

Originally occupied as a worker in the pre- 
cious metals, Professor Haustein later devoted 
himself to the entire field of applied art. At 
the Exhibition of the Artists’ Colony at 
Darmstadt in 1904 he was represented by 
nine completely equipped apartments. On 
the occasion of his call to Stuttgart іп 1905, 
the Württembergische Landesgewerbe Mu- 
seum arranged a special exhibition of his 
work, which included furniture, embroideries, 
woven fabrics, metal work, pottery, jewelry, 
and pictures. For the German Exhibition 
of Arts and Crafts held at Dresden in 1906, 
he designed a billiard-room, and he was 
responsible for the Stuttgart Saloon at the 
great Art Exhibition held at Dresden last 
year. Two heating stoves, in marble, wrought 
iron and brass, designed by him appeared in 
The Studio Year Book, 1907.

Amongst his latest achieve- 
ments are the equipment of a small 
country house on the Rhine, and a 
private hospital for ladies at Hanover.

1903 founded, in conjunction with Professor 
Moser and others, the organisation known as 
the“ Wiener Werkstätte,” to which he devoted 
his whole attention on his retirement from the 
“Secession.” His decorative work, 
furniture and objets d'art serve to 
show that his designs are based on 
a purely architectural foundation, 
and he combines beauty of form and 
workmanship with utility. He has 
designed numerous villas, notably 
those on the *Hohe Warte," a 
plateau situated in the midst of а 
hilly country. Amongst his most 
important works in architecture are 
the workmen's hotel at Kladno; 
the Sanatorium at Purkersdorf ; and 
the building of the " Kunstschau " 
Exhibition. Twenty illustrations 
of Professor Hoffmann's designs, 
including several views of the Sana- 
torium just mentioned, appeared 
in the Special Summer Number of 
The Studio, 1906, devoted to the 
Art Revival in Austria.

The frieze illus- 
trated here, “ The Pilgrim's Way,” is 
executed throughout by stencilling 
іп full tint by new methods, per- 
mitting entire freedom of varying 
the grouping and combination (to 
avoid repetition) and the spacing so 
as to be adaptable to any length or 
division of wall. The first panel 
represents “Тһе Knight and ከ15 
Meinie,” and the second “ The Ox- 
wain.” The latter is from a copy 
belonging to H.R.H. The Duke of 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha. The stencils 
took four years to design and cut, 
and are in separate 
sets for figures, land- 
scape, trees (which 
divide the frieze) and 
foreground of three 
plates each, with sil- 
houette shields for 
figures and trees to 
preserve spaces for 
them when working 
off the background, 
and render use of 
body-colour unneces- 
sary. The material is 
unprimed linen, and 
only transparent (di- 
luted) oil colour is 
used.

His work, in every branch of art which he 
follows, is well known to readers of The Studio, 
where it has frequently been illustrated; and 
in The Studio Year Books for 1906 and 1908 
coloured plates of a pergola and a mural 
painting by him appeared. The sketch illus- 
trated on page 43 shows a portion of a frieze 
which he is executing for the Grand Trunk 
Railway’s offices in Cockspur Street, London.

have been, from time immemorial, reliefs in 
coloured wax, in painted wood, in glazed and 
unglazed pottery, and in various marbles, ce- 
mented and dowelled together. There have 
been also small paste gems in relief, and there 
have been large reliefs in glass, partly cast, 
partly cut, made in sections and fitted together 
and supported by a background of cement.

greatly destroyed by the superimposition of a 
more or less thick material, causing the edges 
to be rounded and softened unduly. But this 
is the first time in which these difficulties have 
been entirely overcome.

of relief, can be carried out in all perfect 
detail.”
